Advice 
will be strictly confined to information concerning methods 
of contraception. 

At a time when every nation--our own included—has 
barriers against free entry of population, farnily limitation 
does not outrage opinion. 


Thirty years ago when Bernard Shaw—who always has 
held a higher opinion of himself as an economist than as 
a playwright—was asked what he thought the greatest 
economic discovery of the twentieth century, he overlooked 
steam, electricity and all the marvels of modern machinery 
and said “the discovery of contraceptives.” It was regarded 
at the dime as a piece of insufferable wise-cracking. Today 
it is recalled as a piece of remarkable prescience. Modern 
civilization with its productive and combative systems, 
was built up in the belief that there would always be a 
large surplus of poor people available for wage competition, 
and to do the fighting on economical terms. 

Annie Besant, who has gone a long way since the 
eighties when she and Bradlaugh were prosecuted for 
publishing “Fruits of Philoserly,” and Margaret Sanger, 
who has eridured punishment within recent years for her 
birth control propaganda nave both lived to see their work 
win large approval.
